Moody stales that at least 150 acres 
should be contracted for in order to 
make a success of the enlerprise, bul 
Ihal the company could handle the 
cucumbers from .>00 acres with profit.

has been thoroughly tried by farmers 
it has proven a paying venture. 
It 


has peuiliarilies that especially recom- 
mend it above many crops thai Ihe 
farmers hereabonls are allempting to 
make a profit out of every year. 
One 


of llie advantages is the fact thai Ihe 
company in making its conlraels in 
Ihe spring lells jusl whal price will be 
paid for Ihe product upon delivery, so 
that the only factor that has anv 
bearing on the income is the si'/.e of 
the crop. 
Most crops raised are sub- 


ject to the lluelualions of Ihe markel, 
so Ihal almost invariably when Ihe 
prices are high Ihe crop is shorl, and 
when Ihere is a good crop so that the 
farmer mighl reap a beneiil, then the 
prices are so low thai il is hardly 
worth while lo draw Ihe product to 
market. 


One of the things thai speaks very 


favorably for Ihe raising of cucum- 
bers is the fact thai those who made 
u trial of the mailer lasl year have 
been Ihe first lo come and ask for con- 
lraels this season, and last year was a 
a very unfavorable season.

By comiKising a key with the initial let- 
ters, of the latter alphabets the sender is 
able to arrange a cipher message, across 
the black alphabets from top to Iwttom, 
from bottom to top or in any order de- 
sired.

} of Green Bay, who represents* Alart & 
! McGuire, has been in the city looking 
j over ihe ground aud getting- matters 
in. readiness for the season's planting 
and assisting isi the aiaking of con- 
tracts for acreage. 
The worK up to 


date has projjre.-.sed favorably and 
there is uo doubt in the imads of 
those interested that before planting 
tiiue comes the necessary contracts 
will have been closed to make the 
scheme a success- 


During the past few weeks the bus- 


iness men of the city have guaranteed 
enough money to insure the erection 
a. salting statatioa this point, and uow 
the only thing that remains to be 
done is for ihe farmers in this vicinity 
to make the necessary contracts. Mr. 
Moody states that at least 150 acres 
should be contracted for in order to 
snake a success of the enterprise, but 
that the cou!pany~~cou!d handle the 
cucumbers from 300 acres with profit. 


Wherever the raising of cucumbers 


has been thoroughly tried by farmers 
it has proven a paying venture. 
It 


has peculiarities that especially recom- 
mend it above many crops that the 
farmers hereabouts are attempting to 
make a profit out of every year. One 
of the advantages is the fact that t''e 
company in making its contracts in 
the spring tells just what price will be 
paid for the product upon delivery, so 
that the o:jly factor that has any 
bearing on the income is ihe size of 
the crop. 
Most crops raided are sub- 


ject to the fluctuations of the market, 
so that almost invariably when tbe 
prices are high the crop is short, and 
when there is a good crop so that the 
farmer might reap a benefit, then the 
prices are so low that it is hardl\ 
worth while to draw the product to 
market. 


One of the things that speaks very 


favorably for the raising of cucum- 
bers is the fact that those who made 
a trial of the matter last year have 
been the first to come and ask for con- 
tracts this season, and last year was a 
a very unfavorable season. 
About 


four thousand bushels were shipped 
from this place last season, this being 
the result of the experiments. 


F- P. Daly, who has been largely 


instrumental in securing the location 
of the salting station at this place, is 
making the contracts with the far- 
mers- It would be well for farmers 
who wish to make contracts to sSgnify 
their intentions as early as possible 
so that the company may be able to 
figure on what, they will have to pre- 
pare for at this point.

It will be seen by the figures that

would furnish it. The west side, be- 
cause the drinking water is unfit for 
use and the waterworks would supply 
the deficiency. 


There are people who claim they 


would rather drink river water tha.:i 
that from a spring. This may be so, 
there is no accounting for tastes. 
'With the knowledge that sewers empty 
into the Wisconsin 
river at all the 


large cities along the stream these 
people with the depraved tastes should 
try to restrain themselves. The sew- 
age and offal may be largely diluted 
and the water to a certain extent puri- 
fied by oxidation and precipitation be- 
fore it reaches this city, but still there 
is enough foreign matter held in sus- 
pension to give it a seal brown tint 
and to cause it to leave a similar taste 
in the mouth of the consumer, and any 
man who has kept track of events 
throughout the 
country knows That 


many diseases which exist in an up- 
river town only in isolated cases often 
make their appearance further down 
the stream where the water is used for 
drinking purposes in the form of a 
deadly 
epidemic, 
thereby causing 


much loss of life as well as financial 
embarrassment- The above are facts, 
and not idle fancies, and now that the 
chance is at hand to remedy the evil 
the people should be congratulated 
that they have improved the oppor- 
tunity to do so.
